We de the stapling usually on the first Friday of the month in the 
Church, starting at about 9.30 aem. With enough people, the job doesn't 
take long, but it's sometimes hard to muster even the minimum team of 
six, so we'd be glad of just a few more people to call on to help out 


"I'm going to do nothing for ever and ever". 


There are some who have a job but do not like it. There are some who 

want work but cannot find it. On tne face of it, we are likely to have 
a larger number of unwilling unemployed in the future than we have had. 
If a manufacturer can make a product, be it a B.L. car or a jar of 
Maxwell House coffee, with fewer employees and equal efficiency, why 
should he not pay more to those he needs and sack the rest? 


The "face of it" conceals many relevant details. If a million men are 
unemployed, their unemployment benefit is paid by all those who have jobs. 
Would it not be better if the employed did less work and were paid less, 
so that some of the unemployed could have work and the pay that goes with 
it? This would be "inefficient", no doubt. But by some yardsticks we 

are pretty inefficient already. We have high Taxation and high unemploy- 
ment. why not low taxation and low unemployment? 


What has this got to do with "Church News"? dust this. The employers 

in this country have their own organisation, the C.Bel., which speaks up 
for thems ‘The-organised-employees have their uniens and the P.U.G.,. 
which do the same. But who, in the end, is interested in the unemployed 
and all those (including pensioners): who" are not represented by. ‘the C.B.I 
and T.U. Co 2 The Government? Pull the other one. The Government is put 
-in power. and kept there by one or other of these organisations. The 
Church | ought to have something to say on the right and the need to works 


‘The Church can show us different pictures of what work means; On the one 
hand, it iS..a-necessary evil, if not a curse. ‘Look at the story of Adam 
and Eve; thrown out of Eden and "condemned" to work. On the other hand, 
men can do glorious things with their work,:or with the money they earn, 


or with their leisure - of which we shall have- more in the-future. Look 
at Deddington Church itself. I do not suppose it was built very 
Nefficiently":* But it must have provided many stonemasons and many 


carpenters pou work over the centuries it was in building. Was this 
a waste? = 


What matters to ran of us is that we build the best society we cai. 

~We- do not need -to Scorn the real achievements of the last hundred years. 
which have brought so much of "the good life" to us all, We do need to: 
say that we have not. yet built the Kingdom of Heaven on earth, and that 
now is thé best: moment to start and do just this. 


Our Church stands for all to as a symbol of that Kingdom. The bells 
may clash, the organ may groan, there is dry rot in the pulpit and palsy 
in the pews. But where'else shall we sce an equally good sign of what 
men can achieve, given the world ‘enough’ and time? We do need to organise 
people and work so that our village, to look no further, becomes a great 
deal bétiter than it-is at the moment :

WI Recipe of the Month - Mint Ice Cream 
This is a super party dish - enough for 6 


A good handful of mint leaves ~ washed 
5ozs water juice of whole lemon 
5ozs gran, sugar 60zs double cream 


Method: Boil the sugar in the water until dissolved and allow to cool a 
little. Pour over the mint leaves in a liquidiser and blend thoroughly, 
press through sieve, add lemon juice, and allow to freeze (ice making 
compartment of fridge will do) until mushy. Then beat with fork and add 
the lightly whipped cream, Return to freezer (overnight in fridge ice-_ 
maker or for a couple of hours in freezer). Turn out, decorate with a 
sprig of fresh mint and serve with thin biscuits.

HIGH STREET/NEW STREET LIGHTING 


At the meeting of the Parish Council on Wednesday 25th June it was apparent 
that the reasons for a trunk road lighting scheme were nothing to do with 
the needs of Deddington parishioners but were solely in the interests of 
the road users travelling through the village at night. The recommendation 
for trunk lighting was based on statistics of accidents occurring from 

the traffic lights to the south end of the village. 


I am sure that none of us is callous enough to totally disregard the need 
for increasing the safety for traffic travelling through our village (if 
trunk road lighting schemes do this) but statistics can be misleading. 

What is needed is details of specific accidents, and why they were caused, 
to form a sensible judgement as to the need for High Street and New Street 
to be "lit-up" all through the night: Certainly, of two of the most recent 
accidents one was a serviceman "high" on drugs, the other was a young 
person, who had passed the driving test one week earlier, turning into 
Horse Fair at the lights and misjudged the speed of a vehicle travelling 
from Banbury. 


The Parish Council are trying to carry out the wishes of their parishioners 
but are under pressure from the County. A chicken and egg situation it 
would appear. How quickly the "wheels of bureucracy" could have turned 

but for Councillor Mary Robinson's "amendment" calling for a month to 
consider the alternative recommendation for a footpath lighting scheme. 


Therefore, let us "selfishly" consider for a moment what the consequences 
are if County has its way:- 
4. All night lighting (at the intensity of Burford High Street we are told). 
2. A “suburbanised'! High Street and New Street in daylight. 
3. A question mark as to whether the properties of residents living in 
High Street and New Street are devalued. 


Please Councillors question the County on these accident figures before 
rubber stamping their recommendation... This is one Parishioner who does 
not want to live in "Suburbia" but likes Deddington as it is. Ifa 
footpath scheme would help motorists to see the natural curve of High 
Street and New Street then surely the County should make a contribution 
or is this not how they work - "our way or nothing". They admit that 
they are not proud of their Adderbury scheme. Once we have their scheme 


we are stuck with it.

HEMPTON NEWS 


To refer back to the report of the Parish Meeting in last month's "News", 
may I correct one mistake? It was suggested that the Residents Association 
Committee were seeking to re-open the former playing field below st. John's 
Way. This was not the case. What was said at the meeting was that we 
wished to seek the aid of the Parish Council in finding a suitable plot 
elsewhere in the village for play space. Our action in reminding the 
Parish Council of the lack of any play space in Hempton was prompted by 

the petition containing over 80 signatures, some of them representing 

whole families, which was collected by a number of children themselves. 


We have 60 or more children of school age in Hempton, who come incidentally 
from all parts of the village - not just 5st. John's Way - and a playing 
space would allow some of them to play their games off the streets. 

Whereas some argue that the older ones could use the Castle Grounds, the 
younger ones cannot be expected to go a mile and a half along a main road 
with no pavement, nor would many responsible parents wish them to play 
unsupervised so far away and out of sight. 


The problem remains of course - where could such a piece of land be found, 


and who would be willing to make it available?

NOTES ON. P.C HEETING HELD ON 25TH JUNE

Mr. Rant of Oxfordshire County Council addresséd the meeting. It was 

hoped that secondary lights and reflector boards would help reduce the 
accident rate at the traffic lights. Over the past ten years there was an 
average of six accidents a year, half of which were at night. 60% of these 
accidents had been at the traffic lights. 


Mr, Rant presented a modified street lighting scheme in which the height 

of the lighting columns had been reduced to 8m instead of 10m. The light 
source would be low pressure sodium with the level of light approximately _ 
30-40% less than that at Adderbury. Where possible lights would be. mounted 
on wall brackets, subject to necessary permissions being obtained. - This 
would reduce the overall number of poles by three or four. 


A floodlighting scheme had been looked at, but because of the height of 
the buildings this would require four more columns than a conventional 
scheme. These columns would be 18m apart. Overhead lines at St. Thomas' 
Street and Hudson Street would also cause problems. Mr. Rant felt that 
low pressure sodium was more advantageous, with lower running costs and 
quicker return on outlay, and it would enhance the colour of the buildings. 
High pressure sodium is usually recommended where there are high levels of 
pedestrian activity. Low pressure sodium would not be used if it went 
against P.C. wishes. Time switches were not feasible as time clocks cost 
£40~50 each, photo-electric cells £7-8. Energy saved by the time switches 
would not justify the cost. 


No scheme would be pomoted by O.C.C without full P.C. support. If he could 
take a proposal away with him a start could be made this financial year, 
subject to approval also by the Department of Trade & Transport and the 
Royal Fine Arts Commission. Councillors asked several questions. 

Lighting columns covld be painted virtually any colour. 0O.C.C would 

discuss with owners siting of columns back from the road. With regard to 
glow into bedrooms there was provision for payments towards curtain linings. 


Asked about some demonstration lights being set up Mr. Rant did not seem 
very certain, Some Councillors felt howefer that if it was not possible 
to demonstrate all the light sources one would be better than none at all. 
Monty Spencer proposed that the scheme be accepted, but Mary Robinson 
amended that a decision be deferred for'‘one month so every scheme could be 
investigated. 


The Chairman acknowledged numerous letters and a petition he had received. 
The letters and names of writers were not read out. 
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Correspondence: 


The C.D.C had replied to the letter regarding ownership of the Old Mortuary, 
Goose Green. They had received no formal application for Change of Use. 

If and when such an application was received the P.C would be consulted and 
any views expressed taken into consideration. As this did not answer the 
original question, the Clerk to write again to try and determine if the 
Co.D.C can prove their title to the building. 


A letter from the 5.E.B. concerning the poor servicing and maintenance of 
footpath lights. Until obsolete equipment was replaced they were unable 
to give the standard of maintenance required. .The Clerk was asked to 
point out that the lights on The Daedings failed.as often as older lights 
in the village. 


Castle Grounds: With regard to the provision of seats at Castle Grounds 
there is no timber suitable on site, but Mike O'Neill offered a tree 

which, if felled at the Council's expense, he would transport to Castle 
Grounds. An estimate of £217 plus VAT for filling and tarmacing under the 
Ocean Wave was received. However the actual cogt of the work would be 
charged whether it fell above or below this figure. Councillors felt that 
this was not satisfactory and Rodney Hayward suggested he try and obtain 

a firm price from other sources, The Clerk was asked to write to the Thames 
Valley Police to find out what action was being taken against the motor- 
cyclists recently reported for riding their machines in Castle Grounds. 


P.C. Meeting time: In view of difficulties experienced by some Councillors 
it was agreed that future meetings would start at 7.15 pem. 


Provision of Play Areas for Youngsters: The Chairman spoke at length about 
these problems. He had spoken to P.C Rampley about the problem in the 


Market Place: who said he has a considerable number of villages to cover 
besides Deddington and unless. people are willing to make statements he is 
unable to pursue the matter. He feels that the problem arises from the 
neglect of the community to provide adequate facilities. Villages which 
are doing things for their youngsters have less of a crime rate. 
Deddington was not a good example of behaviour in this area. 


The Chairman said lack of play space was the problem in Hempton. The 
Windmill Site would be a long way to go. There was an on-going problem 

of hooliganism in the Parish and the P.C. was dragging its feet. 

Councillors talked at length about the problem. Some thought that what- 
ever was done 9 certain element would still continue to cause trouble. 
Others thought it important to get on the same wavelength as the youngsters, 
find out what they wanted and provide some kind of facilities. 


As far as Hempton was concerned the Chairman had enquired about the land 
proposed but this was let on an agricultural tenancy and was not available. 
Nothing else seemed to lend itself for a play area. Monty Spencer proposed 
that a letter be written to C.D.C asking for a list of landowners around 
Hempton so that further enquiries could be made. 


Windmill Site: Mr. Bond was asked about progress with regard to the 
condition concerning amplified music. The restriction still applied. He 
had envisaged these buildings being used as amenity rooms with a Social 
Club and bar, which would seem to be where many other halls made their 
money. To sound insulate these. rooms as a Social Club would cost in the 
region of £650-750. The cost of insulating to allow dances with amplified 
music would be better spent on a new hall. Asked about the cost of a 
simple but solidly built hall Mr. Bond thought this would be in the region 
of £65-75,000. It was agreed to ask O.C.C to urgently consider the request 
to rent the Playing Fields.

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DEDDINGTON LIGHTING - NEW STREET & HIGH STREET 


QUESTION: Are you aware that the only proposal being looked at by the 
Parish Council at the moment is a modification of the ADDERBURY scheme but 
using slightly lower poles and lower intensity lights? 


QUESTION: Do you think an historic village such as Deddington should have 
an URBAN lighting scheme or do you think the Council should explore every 
other possibility first? 


yUESTION: Are you aware that the Parish Council allocated £2,000 to improve 
footpath lighting in December 1979 and that this money could eave had the 
desired effect of improving the lighting by now if the plans had been 
approved by the Council? 


QUESTION: Do you know why the Parish Council have changed from improving 
the footpath lighting to considering full main road lighting at all? 


QUESTION: Will offloading this small part of the total cost of improving 
Deddington lighting to the County Council make any appreciable difference 
to the Parish Rate? 


QUESTION: Are the recently announced plans for the X40 a factor to be 
considered in any lighting scheme? 


yUBSTION: Could the accident rate be reduced just as well by improving 
footpath lighting and the cross roads area? In other words - do we need 


trunk road lighting along the whole street to solve a problem in one 
ryarticular section? 


QUESTION: DO YOU KNOW ALL THE FACTS? DOES TH PARISH COUNCIL KNOW ALL 
THE FACTS? 


We believe that these are some very important questions which must be 
answered before the Council commits itself to an ection which may have very 
long lasting effects. In particular we believe that the answers to the 
last question are a very firm NO. We don't believe that we are aware of 
all the options open to us yet nor that they have been fully examined. 


In January this year 42 households out of around 70 on New Street and High 
Street addressed an open letter to the Parish Council asking for re- 
assurance that there would be some public debate when ALL the facts were 
known. We were told that the Council did not see a need for this. We were 
assured at the Annual General Meeting that the Council would take all points 
of view into account. 


However, it is now apparent that the Parish Council are examining no option 
other than one which lights the main road as opposed to the footpaths and 
is a modification of the Adderbury scheme which the County Council by its 
own admission, is not proud of. 


We believe that the issue is too big to be decided without wider 
consultation and greater efforts to find a better solution more in keeping 
with the village. We therefore intend to put an alternative scheme 
forward to the Parish Council at their next meeting on July 23rd and 

ask for a Public Parish Meeting to be held in accordance with the 
provisions of the Local Government Act 1972 section 12 at a convenient 
time thereafter in order to discuss the proposals openly. We believe that 
the Parish Council will then be better aware of the elternatives and the 
opinions of the Parish. It is of interest that County Councillors support 
such a meeting and have asked to be invited.

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NATURE NOTES 


Many of the leaves on the almond tree in our garden have bright red 
swellings on them. These are galls. Many galls are caused by insects 

such as gall wasps and flies, bugs, midges and beetles, and even the 
caterpillars of some moths. Some galls are caused by fungi and bacteria. 
In some cases the parasite concerned physically interferes with the plant's 
growth by causing the swelling or gall, and in other cases the parasite 
secretes a substance which hardens into a gall. 


I found a little zebra spider on an old lichen-covered wall the other 
day. These spiders belong to a group known as the jumying spiders. 

They do not spin webs and have very good eyesight from four large eyes. 
They stalk their prey and when near enough pounce on it rather like a 
cat. They like sunny places, walls rockeries, paths and wooden fences, 
which have a growth of lichen or algae on which tiny insects are feeding. 


My flower this month is yarrow. A common roadside and meadow flower with 
white or pinkish flat heads made up of many tiny flowers. The leaves are 
feathery. The latin name is achillea millefolium, and Homer says that 
Achilles cured his soldiers' bleeding wounds with this plant. It also 
has an association with witchcraft and in the middle ages it was hung 
over babies cradles to ward off the evil spirits.
